In general, BAs are cheap. Only a few, highly sought-after models command 
big bucks. And even those prices are reasonable if adjusted for inflation, 
as Bob points out. On one point however, I have to disagree: 


"the relative obscurity of any collectible (not just radios) is the 
biggest factor in determining it's 
> value." 
> 
This is clearly not true for boatanchors. The most costly (as opposed to 
valuable) BAs today are Collins gear. Yet none of the BAs that Collins ever 
made are in any way rare except some of the 1930's transmitters. The 
statement that rarity is the biggest factor in determining value implies 
that "supply" establishes value without being related to "demand." 


"And we all know that the "worth" of something is what someone is 
> willing to pay for it!" 
> 
This is closer to the mark. Collins gear is costly because it is highly 
sought after and people are willing to pay more because they know that it is 
a competitive marketplace. 


The last issue of ER talked about the BC-325 transmitter of early-W.W.II 
fame. The BC-325 is a rare item for sure. I know of about 5 that exist today 
and there can't be many more than that. But you can buy one for less than 
1/10th of what you would pay for a Collins KW-1 of which some 60 or 70 are 
known to exist. 


Demand and supply establish value together. If 50 examples of a particular 
radio exist, but only 30 people want that radio, then it's hamfest junk box 
fodder. Now if 1,000 collectors want those 50 sets, the only place you'll 
find one is on eBay--and it won't be cheap.

You may be in trouble. You will have to measure the insulation resistance 
of all of those oldies. They are doubtlessly OIB (old in the box) caps. I 
wouldn't use them in anything but low voltage, low leakage sensitivty 
circuits (like cathode resistor bypass) if their resistance is below 100 
megohms/microfarad. That means, for example, a .Q1uF capacitor should be 
10,000 megohms or greater. For high impedance, high voltage, leakage 
critical circuits like plate-grid coupling, use new caps only. And keep in 
mind, some of your oldies, if subjected to high voltages, may just up and 
short after a few hours of operation. 


Someone said caps aren't cheap. I disagree. Buying caps from Mouser, for 
examle, cost 20 cents to a dollar each typically. Old radios deserve a few 
bucks of investment, IMHO.

CDE is still in business (http://www.cornell-dubilier.com/). That part 
number is consistent with their present system, but they don't make any MPY 
series caps anymore. 


I wouldn't use any cap that isn't epoxy sealed. That could either be a wrap 
and fill (like CDE's yellow WMF series) or an epoxy dipped (like Orange 
Drop). Also, most of these are made with plastic dielectrics, rather than 
wax paper. The plastic ones have lots of advantages, although properly 
sealed paper has it's place as well. AES has very economical wrap and fill 
plastic caps, or you can pay more for Orange Drops. 


Any molded paper capacitor is to be avoided. Be it Micamold Tropicaps, 
Sprague Black Beauties, etc. The molded case did not make a hermetic seal 
against moisture (at the leads), and sooner or later moisture will get into 
the paper and make the cap leaky. Save them for the audiophiles who think 
they will make their amp sound just like it did in 1955. (Wrong, Saul 
Marantz did not design the amp around leaky caps!) 


The only caps made in the 1950's that are as reliable as today's epoxy 
sealed ones were the ones in metal cases with hermetic glass seals. Only 


the military and aerospace industry could afford those.
